'I'he Philippine KxpoRition is com- 
plete in itself It ^as its own de- 
partments of Agriculture, Com- 
men-c, Kducation, Forestry, Kthn- 
olojfy, and so forth, and separate 
bnildinus fiir each. Il has its own 
poliee force and power-plant. 

For Iwo years the work of 
aHHenililint<: and iiistalliiiK tho 
seventy odd thousand exhibits has 
been under way.

The exhibit is built arotnid a 
typical plaza— a veritable pictiiio 
of nnmberlesH publiu sqimres in tho 
islanils. Fa«Mnir the fountain in its 
center are four buiMinjis, each a 
reproduction of tho hi^hei tyjie of 
Spaniwh I'hilippine aroliileetnie, 
and radiating fiom this center are 
the different tyjies of dwellings of 
our islimd people, telling? the story 
of llu'ir comniflicial development 
since the days of jjrimeval man. 
Alontr the outskiilH of this reserva- 
tion are grouped llic dilTen^nt tribes, 
whose (>hi(<f claim to alb'iilion lies 
in llieii spoctar'nlar habits and 
mode of livinp.

This is a reproduction of the wnlls 
which surround tlie city of Manila, 
dalini; fiom the sixteenth century. 
H(»re a larj'e exhibit hnH been 
gatheied ; on one Bi<le by the Philip 
pine Constabulary; on the other l)y 
the United .States Army. It in- 
cludes specimens of all the differenli 
weapons used by invader and de- 
fender since the days of Magellan. 
Sid(( by side with the blow guns of 
the Nejjfrilo will be found the H.xe 
used by the Igorot head hunter. 
Tim regulation canteen of the 
American troops displaye*! al<»nu 
side the bamboo lubes us^d as a 
vessel foi water throughout the 
iHlan<ls; powder made by tho in- 
Hur>j;««nt army fiom charcoal, salt- 
p(>ler an<l heads of safety marelies 
sliown, as well as the crude ma(dii- 
n*i\y uficil in its preparation; 
cannon of all d<>s(u-iptions, from the 
small biass earronade<'ariied on the 
Spanish nalleonsto tluMdmny imita- 
tion of tho modern field piece wiap- 
ped with I'Hltan, which, after a few 
rounds had been fired, was more 
dauKeroiiH to the xa\W\ in chaise 
than, to the enemy.

There are several hundred varie- 
ties and sub- varieties of rice from 
all the islands; the exhibit of 
shrubs, cotton and tree-cotton and 
))roce8ses <»f manufacture; all grades 
of sugar, hemp and everj- variety 
of fabers in use by the different 
tribes and natives; all of the oil 
producing, including copra; also 
tobacco in le.if and manufactured; 
every ol)(aiinvl)le s])e<imen of fruits 
(!ullivate<l and wiltl, vegetables .uid 
tubers used as food by the natives; 
distilled spirits from difTerent palm 
leaf saps, as well as sugar, rice ami 
corn, tlm difTerent kinds of cereals,, 
also all kinds of pears and beans 
and vegetable seeds; a large variety 
of hilt and basket work; models of 
liouses and granaiies in use in the 
islands, and models of all tho im 
]>limenls in use bv the ilifferem 
miinufacturers This exhibit i 
under the <lirec1ioii of Mr. ('. I 
Hall. 

Passing on, the vihilor enters iIk- 
Plaza Santa Crnz, upon which front 
the Ayumtemenio (th(> govermeni

.Manila houses. These binldings 
are really fine examples of the 
better class of Manibi eonstruclion.

THR KDUCATION AT. EXIIIBTT. 

On tho 2Sd of August, I'.tOl, 
three years after the first landing 
of the American troops, the trans- 
port. "Thomas" dropped anchor 
in Manila Hay with a shipload of 
American tea(diers on boar<l. With 
th(> arrival of this large working 
<!orjis of trained teaehi'r.s, the I'cal

Only one who knOw>» what tin 
condition of llie .schools \sas at lli.il 
time (;an iippre(<iiite what Ii^i.n been 
Hccomj)lished during tln^ past three 
years. A conservative summing up 
of I he work done is uivcn in the 
the Mlaienu'nt that the Kngli.sh 
learned by I he Filipino |)eople in 
the past three years is greater in 
amount than the Spanish they 
aeciuired in the four hundred years 
of Spanish lule. 

THK PHltiLIPlNE SCHOOLS. 

A Plnli{)plne school is in active; 
operation on the Exposition Groumls 
and is i)rol)ably the most interest- 
ing single feature of the exhibit. 
This is hehl in a school house of 
bamboo and nipa palm, an exact 
duplical* of a counlry school buiM- 
ing ill the islamls. Filipino pupils 
are taught by a Filipino teacher 
exactly as at liome, and the btiild- 
inu: IN so arranged that. iIim school 
work can be easily observed by 
visiting students and teachers. The 
edticalional exhibit was collected 
ami is under the direction of A. II. 
llager, instruclor in physical science 
in the Manila Normal School, on 
leave with the Exposition Hoard. 

Dirt^ctly across the plaza from the 
C/athedral Is the (Government. Huilil- 
ing, in which is installed a myriad 
of general exhibits, including the 
art treasures of the I'hilipine Is- 
lands. On the south side of tho 
plaza is the 

COMMKRCE BUILI)IN(1. 

This is of special interest, as here 
are shown a great n\iml)er of the 
imports in the Islands, anil of ihe 
v;irious articles of imtivc produce 
and maniifaclur<>, which constiiute 
I lie inleinal conuneree of tlie arclii- 
pidago, as well as the principal ar- 
tif'les of exjiort. This departiiient 
is in charifo of Mr. Chas. P. I''en- 
ner, who is a niouibsr of the Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce of Man- 
ila. 

The Manila building is un exact 
repres<mtation of the style of 
dwidlings used by the ujiper ela.sijes 
in the linger towns and cities of 
the islands. In it are installed the 
textile fabrics of native manufac- 
ture, anil cobwebby laces, beauti- 
ful Jiisi and shimmering piiia, eiu- 
broideries so line and delicito that 
tine wondeis how they stood trans- 
portal ion.

ings. 

There is no escaping the fact 
that to the average World's Fair 
vi.silor, the interest of ati exhibit 
like that of the Philippine Govern- 
ment centers in tho natives and 
native villages, and a constant 
stream of people make their way 
to see the "dog-eaters" and "heml- 
hnnters." The space given by Ihe 
newspapeis to the Igorots is'Mut of 
all proportion to their real impor 
tnnce. It shouhl be remembered 
that out of seven and a half million 
people in the islands, less than 
oriO.OOO are uncivilized and that an 
Igorot wairior is as much an oliject 
of curiosity to a resident of Manila 
as he is to an American. Indeed, 
many Filipinos at the Fair, have

THE suyoos 

are miners and weavers. Large 
deposits of cojiper ore are found in 
the mountains and the men have 
ingeniously worked it into pots and 
irons, after their rude method of 
reduction. Industrially, they stand 
on a high level. A« early as 1855 
they exported as nidcli as twenty 
tons of copper utensils and ingots 
annually. It was this tribe that 
drew the Spaniards to the r<>gion. 
The women are remarkable 
ma'nufacturers of bright cloths of 
diflferent colors, by means of an in-

THK IGOROT VILLAGE 

contains 114 natives, belong- 
ing to three different tribe-, the 
Houlocs, Suyocs and Tinguianes, 
all from Ihe central part of North- 
ern Luzon, Scientists have declar- 
<h1 that with proper training, they 
are suseepli tile to a high slate of 
develoirment and, unlike (he Am- 
erican Indian, will accept rather 
than defy the advance of American 
civilization. They are barbarians. 
Their religion is a kind of spirit 
worship. As a rule they are head- 
hunters. They are coiipercolored, 
have high cheek bones, flat noses 
and thick lips. Their hair is 
straight, black and is often worn 
long. Probably no tribe in the 
Archip'lago can produce such 
splendid specimens physically. The 
men have strong chests, well 
developed muscles, and possess 
gri>at strength and power of endu- 
rance. The women arc generally 
well formed, erect, and among some 
tribes, as grabefnl as Oriental 
women. In theit native conditon 
they have only a scant costume, 
woven breech doth of body ctilor 
for the men, and an apt on of bark 
for the women. 

The Hontocs are the most athle- 
tic, daring and the fiercest of the 
Luzon people. They are indus- 
trious to a degree. They are head- 
hunters and cairy on frequent ex - 
jieditionsagainsl noighborii'g tribes, 
There ^jri' sixty nine Hontocs, nine- 
teen of whom are women. Unlike 
most of the other tiibes, they do 
not work in bamboo but build their 
houses of rough-hewn planks, squat 
on the ground, with straw thatched 
ro( fs, liice is the staple diet, to- 
gether with a nic.vt stew, ami on 
occasions of feasting tliey eat dog. 

Antanio, chief of the tribe, was 
elected to his position by popular 
vote, because he was declared to be 
Ihe bravest of.tlie Igorots.

THE TINGUAINES 

come fiom the timber rejjion and 
are among Ihe best of all the work- 
ers in bamboo Thej* have large 
and well constructed houses, built 
three feet oflf I he ground and tlialcli- 
ed with nip'i. They are especially 
adept with arrows for warring pur- 
poses, wliilst the hill tribes use 
principally spears ami steel axes. 

THE NEGRITOS 

are not receiving as much attention 
from the press and public as the 
Igorots, but they are far more inter- 
esting to the ethnologist. They 
ate found in the niountainous parts 
of nearly all the islands and are 
the aboriginal inhabitants. They 
look not unlike African negrties, 
but much smaller in stature, the 
men averaging about 4 feet 10 
inches In height, while the women 
are shorter still. Their color is 
black, their hair is woolly and 
bushy and their toes are remark- 
ably prehensile. They are very 
skilful with bows and arrows, and 
in making a fire, which they do by 
rubbing together two dry pieces of 
bamlioo. In the islands, they wan- 
der from place to phu-e, having no 
fixed habitatioiv. They shoot poi- 
soned arrows and for centuries have 
been the teri-or of the other islan- 
ders. All efforts to civilize them 
have apparently fail(>d. Yamoi, 
tht> chief of the Negritos at the Ex- 
position, has learned a little Span- 
ish and has become greatly attacdi- 
ed to H high collar and American 
clothes. Another Negrito, known 
as the "missing link," has round 
shoulders, long gorilla-like arms, 
and horizontal profile. Tho p.ilms 
of his hands are rough and curious- 
ly nnhiiinan. 

rilK SAMAL MOROS, 

forty of whom o«'eiipy a village on 
the sliortw of Ari-ow Head lake, 



come from the Island of Mindange. 
They ai"e notorious pirates and 
famous pearl divers. For two and 
a half centuries, they made life 
miserable to the Spanianls and the 
natives of the islands. Villages 
were sacked, churches loote<l, and 
Spaniards and Spani.sh sul)ject« 
made prisoners. In the nineteenth 
century even, Musselman war juuks 
appeared in the Hay of Manila. 
The religion of those Samals is 
Mohammedan and their chief is 
Datto Facundo, brother of rtie 
Rajah Mnda Mandi, who rules over 
several thousand persons, has 
travelled through Europe, cariies a 
retinue of people, dopoits himself 
as an Oriental of high degree, is 
possessed of considerable wealth, 
judged by American standards, 
and has gathered around him many 
of the luxuries and conveniences of 
Western civilization. 

THE VlSAYAN VILLAGE, 

which, is louated close to the 
Walled City, consists of some fifteen 
houses, ranging in size from the 
naiive shack to a well built theatre 
and market. In this village are a 
hundred Visayaus, representatives 
the high cIh^s Filipino. The 
manufacture of all of the articles 
for sale in the market is illustrated 
by families of Filipinos in the 
village. .lusi and cloth are made 
by three families, one family shows 
embroidery, another family how to 
make hats, others show how canes, 
wood c.uvings ami novelties are 
manufaclured. The different me- 
thods of fishing and transporation 
aie also represented, and the exhibit 
includes two Carabou or water 
buffalo. In the theatre, a number 
of native singers and dancers of 
both sexes appear, as well as an 
orchestra of the best nnisiciauei iu 
the i.sliinds. 

THE SCOUTS AND CONSTABULARY. 

In addition to the various villages 
in the Pliilippine Reservation, there 
are gatliered four companies of 
Scouts, and two hundred and eitrhty 
Constabulary. At sunset, when 
lined up for die.ss parade, they 
present one of (he most spectacular 
contrasts of the Exposition, an 
obje«*t lesson which daily convinces 
Ihou.sands whom the editorial pen of 
the cxpunsionist has never reached. 
A long sIockiKle, built by tlu* hands 
of natives, divide!? the vill.ige of 
the Igorots from the Model Camp of 
the Scouts; on oneside of the fence, 
the savage head-hunter in the cop- 
per beauty of his magnificent 
physique, circles around and about 
to the beating of his toin-lora; 
outside the stockade, the blue-clad 
Scout Soldiers ot the United States 
Army and the khaki-dressed men 
of the Constabulary, as they per- 
form their rifle drill to music, open 
the eyes of vast numbers of Worhl's 
l-'air vi.sitors to a reali/.ation of what 
the United States has done for the 
Philippines. 

The Scouts, of whom tliei(> are 
now five thousands enlistecl men, 
did service first in their own 
countiies and later were shifted 
from one part of the archipelago to 
another, regardles.s of tribal re- 
lations. During the insurrection 
they sometimes acted with the 
white troops and sometim«s alone, 
l>ut alwaje, except in two on three 
instances, under white officers. 
They always proved loyal, have all 
bet^n under fire, and their service 
brought results, either in killed, 
prisoners or captured ammuni- 
tion. After the military government 
ceased to exist, and the Philippines 
passed over to the civil government 
the Scouts formed part of the 
many garrisons throughout the 
islands. The civil government 
found it impossible to keep the law- 
less element, ladrones, etc., under 
subjection with the civil machinery, 
and an act was passed authorizing 
the u.se of Scouts to aid the civil 
establishment, and since that went 
into operation, very nearly the 
whole Scout force lias formed a 
part of the Insular Police, and as 
such has been almost constantly 
engaged in ftehl work, haring in 
many ca.ses pitched battles with 
armed bands of ladrones. 

The Constabulary Battalion is a 
civil organization ahuig military 
lines. Tho men were enlisted from 
the various provinces throughout 
the archipelago, all tire Christian 
tribes being repres»nited, and one 
Mohammedan trilnt as well. Prior 
to the organization of th< !ion 

Battalion, tlis memben^ > i>ui- 



mand were engaged in the mainten- 
ance of order iu the islands and the 
suppression of brigandage and 
banditti. They participated in the 
campaign against notorious outlaw 
chiefs of Luzon and neighboring 
islands. They are thortnighly 
drilled and instruoted in tue 
duties of soldiers, ii^d give a 
good idea of what can be done with 
the natives when properly handled 
by competent American Officers. 
The Constabulary represent the 
beginning of tho "Army of the 
Philippines." 

The Philippine Exposition is 
educational from beginning to end, 
and at the .same time it is character- 
ized by the most vital human inte- 
rest. To the student of ethnology, 
of economics, of politics, it is of 
paramount importance, to the aver- 
age visitor who .seeks merely novel- 
ty and sensation, it is without 
equal at the Fair. To the business 
man il. shows Ihe abilities and me- 
thods of the Filipino, and the re- 
sources of the islands. It is the one 
exhibit at St. Louis which no 
American can afford to miss.

MACHINE TO RESTORE 
HEARING. 



Paris, Aug. 10 — Science has in 
increasing measure devoted its 
energies in our day toward the 
amelioration of the conditicm of the 
sick and infirm. It has busied 
it.self with the ravasing diseases, 
and in the combat it has been crown- 
ed with a fair share of Nuccess. Now 
more and more are steps being taken 
toward alleviating the lot of those 
suflfering, not from acute morbid 
di.seiises, bnt from chronic congeni- 
tal maladies, such as blindness, 
ilumimess, deafness, &c. Interest- 
ing because it has done practical 
work in such a line, interesting lio- 
cauae it has brought to a full 
working completion the vague anti- 
cipations of many scientists before 
him, is the apparatus for the curing 
of the deaf constructed by the 
French physician. Dr. Marage, 
mention of which has been made 
heretofoie ami which has been 
operated by him wilh signal success 
during the last few months in the 
hospitals of Paris. This is the first 
apparatus that has snceeeded in 
curing patient after patidnt, and in 
giving to those, previously deprived 
of the use of their ears, the j»ower 
of hearing distinctly and normally. 
The principle upon which Di. 
Marage constructed his machine 
is very curious. In the first place 
he succeeded In olitaining a pictnre 
or graph is representation of each 
vowel sound by means of a sonsifive 
registering contrivance; so that 
each sound has its distinct photo- 
graph, just as each chemist element 
has its peculiar photograph in the 
spectrum, never to be confused 
with any other and always to be 
recognizitd as its own. This lie 
calle<l the analysis of sound. He 
then proceeded to const met fine 
melallie plates coiicHponding ex- 
actly to eac!li sound, ami by put- 
ting these into motion bj- means 
of a small dynamo, he could com- 
niiinicate each mmnd to tlie ears of 
the patient, and by gradual educa- 
tion cure tliein entirely.

It is equally possible to 
learn, by means of experiments 
made at different moments, wimtlier 
the patient fiinls himself progress- 
ing or not, and whether the treat- 
ment is profitable to him. 

The trreatdiflPic lilt y heretofore in 
treating these infirmities was pre- 
cisely the inability of finding means 
for creatinif th** different sounds 
artifically and for giving them 
varyiii:4 strength. This was the 
deficiency that Mr, Marage's instru- 
ment sup[)lied, a detailed descrip- 
tion of which follows: 

\M us look first at the method by 
which sounds aie previously analy- 
zed. An id.Mtriitnent for this pur- 
pose was already in use when Dr. 
Marage liegan his work. Tins had 
a well-H(ieteheil iiij-mbrane jilace<l 
at the extremity of a mouth-like 
opening. On one face of this 
membrane air was made to vibrat/e 
by articulating the required sound, 
and on the otiier a registering con- 
trivance was attached, composed of 
a lopjr, niotdle nec'il*. 'J'he move- 
ments of tlie one were transmitted 
t,o tlia other and were inscribed on 
a sheet of papei unrolled before the 
point of the needle, which was pre- 
viously provided with a very fine 
fMncil. This instrument, howevvr, 
was very unsatisfactory, for it could

completely reeonstriicted and im- 
proved it that it may l»e called his 
own.

APPLICATION OF THE APPARATUS. 

Thanks to this apparatus, it is 
possible to classify deaf subjects 
according to their sensitiveness in 
hearing such and such a vowel, and 
to measure the strength of the tone 
necessary for this sound to be pro- 
duced. This strength will bo indi- 
cated by the number of vibrations 
per second recorded by the note 
which is heard by the patient. The 
method of ameliorating the con- 
dition of the deaf, and of finally 
curing them, consists in excitlug 
the anditorj' nerves by sonorous 
sounds produced by this apparatus. 
The treatment, when (tni|)loyed in a 
careful and reasonable manner, 
will invariably bring about an im- 
provement in hearing when deaf- 
ness is not duo .to such causes as 
make it absolutely irremediable. 
It gradually brings the patient to 
the perception of sounds by a sort 
of vibratory message system obtaii:- 
e'l through a reasoned and progres- 
sive employment of the a|ipara1,us.

There are many things to be 
done in this world that might be 
done carelessly and without fore- 
thought — that is, without thinking 
and planning in advance — because 
whatever does not come out right 
may be fixed afterwards, after a 
fashion. 

For instance if you are building 
a platform out of stones or bricks 
to stand upon, so you can reach to 
pull an apple off a tree, and find 
yon did not get it high enough the 
first time, you can get off and add 
more bricks. 

But there are lots of times when, 
if you do not get it right the first 
time you will not have another 
chance. For this reason, it is a 
great thing to form the regular 
habit of getting it right the first 
time by using the forethought. 

You remember the liattle of 
Manila and how completely Admiral 
Dewey succeeded in defeating the 
Spanish ships that fought against 
his. You may remember, too, that 
the admiral said afterwards that his 
success came so easily liecause he 
was ready, with all his plans laid. 
The Spanish ships were so far from 
ready that some of the carriages 
they had to juit into the guns they 
wanted to shoot diil not even fit, 
and some of the parts of other guns 
missing, ho that those paiti<MiIar 
guns were useless. This was piiii- 
eipally because the Spanish olficers 
had never thought there would bo 
a battle in that far-away place, 
and when it came, just because 
they were so far away from every- 
thing, they did not have time to get 
ready. 

But Admiral Dewey had thought 
about it a long time before, when 
there was no talk of war there or 
any where else. It was, indeed, a 
year or two befoie, that he was sent 
otit there, and before going he saw 
that his carriages fitted his guns 
and took every other precaution. 
But he did more than that. He 
thought out the whole plan of battle 
in advance, not only in the way it 
was fought, bnt in several other 
ways in which it might have been 
fought if the Spanish ships had 
been better prepared. 

Now this way of being ready was 
simply a habit of Ailmiral Dewey's. 

He was no more ready for battle 
than he was for several other things 
that might have happened, ami 
because he had this haliit of being 
ready it was mn<;li easier for him 
to be HO in this particular case. 

Anrl the case of Admiral Dewey 
is proof that anybody may acquire 
this habit of being ready. Tho 
cadets at West Point and Annapolis, 
whore boys go to learn to be soldiers 
and sailors, are all sorts of boys 
when they start in there, but they 
soon learn to be ready, because the}' 
are lauglil, that they must be. Some 
loani it quickly, of course, and 
some more slowly, but they all 
learn it, for, if they don't, they are 
not allowed to be soldiers and 
sal lots. — Philadelphia Record.

Onoe there was a peculiar signi- 
ficance attached to rings. They 
were regard«*d as a token of author- 
ity. Tho emperor's signet-ring 
placed in the hands of an official 
invested him, for tho time, with his 
master's power. 

Rings are first mentioned in tlra 
Bible in Geuesls, chapter XLI and 
4!i<l verse: 

"And Ptmroab took hiR ring troin IiIh 
hand and put It on JoMipk'H liand, aud 
modtt lilm ruler ovBr all Egypt." 

When' the Israelites conquered 
the Miilianites, they look all their 
rings and bracelets and offered 
them to the Lord. 

Ahnsiierus gave the ring from his 
hand to the Jews' worst enemy; 
thus giving him unlimited control 
to do with them and their property 
whatever he pleased. 

The father received his prodigal 
son joyfully, and sealed his forgive- 
ness by piitling a ring on his hand. 

The Kgyjitians regar<le(l their 
rings both as business vouchers and 
as oinamoBts, the wignst-rings being 
always used for sealing dociiiiienls; 
and, however used, their rings were 
always Ijiiried with them, and, in 
later years, are often found in their 
torn lis. 

The signet-ring was usually of 
bronzo or silver, but among the rich 
gold rings were us«d for oraaments. 
Ivory or bluo porcelain was worn 
by the poor. Plain golil rings, 
engraved with some motto or the 
head of llioir doilies, wore much 
pri/.ed, and three or four were often 
worn on the fingers and also on the 
thumbs. Among iihe Jews no one 
was in full dress without the signet- 
ring, and ladies had their rings set 
profusely with coHtly trems, rubies, 
emeralds ami chrysolites being the 
most valuable. — Gmity^B.

The Gallaadet Meaaorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Huilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to pt^rmit the erec- 
tion of snch a bnilding as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
U) the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann'g Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feel 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount rerjuired for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about (30,000, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuoun monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.

Dreamland's electric tower contains tanks, holding 120,000 gallons 
of water, which is a larger quantity of water than in any reservoir in New 
York, and this is connected by a ro-inch pipe with the sprinklers iastal led 
on the ceilings, and stages and in various parts of every building on the 
grounds. In addition to the sprinklers, the two hydrants in the electrical 
building are so con.structed, that in event of any stoppage of the flow 
from the reservoir, water can be forced into the sprinklers by the two 
<,'lectric ptimps in the Dreamland {wwer plant. 

The automatic sprinkler consists of a bulb, with perforated rods, 
which whirl around when the pressure of water is allowed to bear upon 
them. The w lined by a soldered valve, compo.sed of mercury 

and lead, of :> y that will melt at 165 degrees Kahr. This is 

con.sidercd the proper degree in Dreamland, as the temjierature at the 
ceilings of all the buildings, appear to have an of 90 decrees. 

Each of the .sprinklers covers an average of icx) 1 i as several will 

be placed in each building, theje is no possibility of a life-eudangering 
fire getting any headway. 

The Vogel system has been installed in every one of the new theatres 
built within the past two years in New York, and is coneidercd the best 
system by in.surance inspectors 

Since conceiving Dreamland, il Ijas been the aim of Senator Reynolds 
to introfluce every modern system of fire equipment that will serve to 

■i.trd the lives of the masses visiting his amu.sement resort. The 
< 'juiiwiient already in vogue in Dreamland, in.spected by many insurance 
and fire department in.spectors, and pronounced O. K., lacked nothing but 
the automatic sprinklers, and these are now installed, i>erfecting the equip- 
ment f< ' ' ■ ■ ' ' life.
